Canada, which in its sixty years as a confederated Dominion, hag 
established more than one world record of worthy achlevement, placed 
another to its eredit on the anniversary of its Diamond Jubilee when, 
through the greatest Inking up of radio broadcasting stations ever attempted, 


the ceremonies at the national capital were thrown Into the afr and carried | 


lo the uttermost parts of the Dominion, and listened to by hundreds of 
thousands of people from Prince Edward Island to British Columbia. 


The achievement was not only spectacular but well worth-while. Direct 
from the Houses of Parliament, over a network of telegraph and telephone 
wires, to a total of twenty-three broadensing stations, the messages of Hls 
Majesty the King and the nation’s leaders were curried, interspersed with 
the singing of patriotic songs by grout cholrs, and the thrilling tones of the 
bells of the wonderful carillon installed iy the Victory ‘Tower at Ctlawa. 

Vor the moment the farthest east and the farthest west, and all the 
intervening territory, was in instant and common communion, Distance was 
annihilated, geographical barriers rendered of no account, The heart throbs 
of the nation, sounded In the national capital, were heard and felt throughout 
the length and breadth of the land. It was a union in spirit and sentiment, 
as well as Jn fact, undreamed of by the Ilathers of Confederation, 


Amazing as an engineering feat, it- was still more wonderful as a 
demonstration of the national unity of the Canadian people. It wag uu 
unanswerable reply to all those doubting souls who have declared that, with 
its complexity of racial, religious geographical and eoonemic problems, 
Canada could never become a united people. Canadians everywhere felt a 
thrill of national pride as they listened to the message of the beils from 
their national capital. ; 

The message of the bells was, however, not for Canada alone, but for 
the whole world. The inscription on the largest bell reads: “This garillon 
was instuled by authority of Parliament to commemorate the Peace of 1915, 
and to keep in remembrance the services and sacrifice of Canada in, the Great 
War,” while around the rim of the bell are the words: "Glory to God in the 
Ilighest and on Earth Peace, Goodwill toward men.” 

In the Great War, Canada fought not for herself alone, but for all the 
world, for the maintenance of civilization and liberty everywhere, for jusUce 
and the right. In the great Victory Tower from which the bells ring out thelr 
message is located the Peace Memorial Chamber wherein on an altar rests 
the Book of Remembrance containing the names ot the more than sixty 
thousand Canadian soldiers who made the supreme saerifice fur Canada and 
the world. lt is a great monument, not to wiu', but tv peace. 

In his beautiful description of the ‘ower, the Memorial Chamber, and the 
Carillon, Premier Mackenzie King emphasized the idea underlying it all, and 
in his concluding words, after referring to the Angel's song to the shepherds: 
“(Glory to God in the Ilighest and on Iarth Peace, Goodwill toward men.” he 
said: “Back to the skies it returns at noon today, noi the echo of « mystical 
strain heard on a Judean moor, but the voice of a nation in thanksgiving and 
“praise which will sound over land and sea to the uttermost parls of the 
earth.” ; ? 

That is the Message of the Bells.—a message from this young. virile 
Dominion to all lands and all peoples, a message of Peace and Goodwill. 

That is the Message of the Bells,—a message rung out from their nationas 
capital to the people of Canada, a message calling them to continued patriotic 
service to a Canada at peace at home and with the world, a message urging 
the cultivation of a spirlt of goodwill to all, a message from the bells in whieh 
let it be. hoped, ail old suspicions, rancors, and feelings of ill-will will be 
silenced and all racial, religious and political frictions drowned. : 

That is the Message of the Bells,—-a message to all who make Canada 
their home, {irrespective of the land of their birth, to render deep devotion, 
patriotic service and, when needed, self-sacrifice to the Dominion, to show 
goodwill each to his neighbor, to co-operate together for the common good 
and the future peace, progress and prosperity of Canada.

Old Pioneering Miner Discovered 
Placer Gold in Klondyke 

The discovery of placer gold in the 
closing years of the last century, on 
the Klondyke River, a tributary of the 
mighty Yukon, wag Canada’s greatest 
national ramance. 

The credit for the Yukon’s discov- 
ery is now generally given to Robert 
Ilendersgon, an old pioneering miner, 
although Cormack. who was luckier 
than Henderson insomuch as he made 
a fortune, whereas Ilenderson did not, 
igs sbmetimes mistakenly mentioned 
as the discoverer. 

The news of the discovery of June, 
‘1896, filtered out to the world, and iu 
1897 ‘the rush started. Some tried to 
reach the new camp overland from 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, and, dect- 
mated in nimbers and shattered in 
health, reached the northland after a 
‘year of hardships, Others proceeded 
from Seattle and Vancouver fifteen 
hundred miles up the Pacific to Dyea 
and Skagway, crossed the Chilcott 
Ranges on foot and floated five hun- 
dred miles down the Yukon on impro- 
vised boats and rafts. 

Canada has reason to be proud of 
her Yukon administration. The Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police, as the 
force was then called, was early on 
the scene and policed the country: in 
a manner that gave safety and stabil- 
ity to the new camps.

Famous Peace River Country 


,Tho luxuriant vegetation of the 
country drained by tho world famous 
Peace River in Northern Alberta and 
British Columbia, {s one of its most 
remarkable characteristics, according 


to an exhaustive report recently puh- 
Ushed by the Natural Resources In- 
telligenco Service of the Departmont 
of the Interior at Ottawa. Though 
the growing season {is short, tho rate 
of growth fg rapi{d in midsummer, es- 
pecially ‘with respect to grasses, 
cereals, vegetables, shrubs and anall- 
er plants.  Thero are no barren or 
desert areas. The nearest approach 
to any natural lack of vegetation is 
sometimes seen on high areas of open 
‘pralries in exceptionally dry seasons, 
when the native upland hay is some- 
thnes short and Nght in consequence. 
The prevailing {mpression of the land- 
scapo during gummer months fs one 
of abundant greenness. 

Trees, shrubs, whd = fruits and 
flowers abound, but the most strik- 
ing form of native vegetation is prob-

Free Clinics For.the Farmer 


Public Health Measure Is Necded For 
the Rural Districts 

Free clinics: at which the farmer 
could receive free‘ medical advice 
have been suggested ag a needed pub- 
lic health measure by the Saskateh- 
ewan section of the United Farmers 
of Canada through President John A. 
Stoneman. He declares that medical 
service is unobtainable except at high 
cost by many country people through: 
out the province. 

Aside from the question of the ac- 
tual clinics themselves, the necessity 
of paying more attention to the ques- 
tion of public health among tho rural 
sections of the Dominion’s populaiton 
has recently been becoming more and 
more apparent. 

No portion of the population suffers 
more acutely from the ravages of pre- 
ventable digease than the farmer. 'l'o 
get actual facts and figures is a dim- 
cult problem but some, at least, are 
available. 

In the United States, a detailed sur- 
vey has been made by the U.S. Burean 
of Public Health. The conclusions 
which they have reached for the 
Amerioqn farming population are ap- 
proximately correct for Canada as 
well, according; to the Canadian So- 
cia) Ityglene Council, though, on the 
whole, the health of the average Can- 
adian farmer is better than that of 
his American cousin. If a slight allow- 
ance is made for this, the statistic: 
can be deemed correct.

four ' through preventable disease, 
Yr. lL. L. Lumsden of the U.S. Bu-

Is 140,198 

Membership of the Canadian Wheat 
Pool, the largest farmers’ co-operative 
organization In the world, through 
which most of the wheat of Western 
Canada is marketed, now totals 140.- 
198. Tho Saskatchewan Pool has 
$2,133 members controlling 10,814,013 
acres of wheat and 487 country vele- 
vators with a capacity of 17,075,000 


bushels. The pool expects to in- 
crease its country elevators to 675 
thiy year. 

Tho membership of the’ Alberta 


Wheat Pool is now 388,956, with con- 
tracts covering 3,684,727 acres, an in- 
crease over last year of 2,969 mem- 
bers and 227,054 acres. 

The Manitoba Pool has a member- 
ship. of 19,109, an increase of 2,994 
mainbers over Jast year. 

The Alberta Pool has decided to 
bulld’a new 2,400,000 bushel elevator 
at Vancouver at a cost of $2,000,000. 
Work ts to begin on this elevator at 
once go that it will be completed in 
time to handle the 1928 crop. By 
next fall the Alberta Pool will have 
142 interior or country grain elevators 
in the province. The pool also uses, 
by lease from the Canadian Govern- 


ment, a large terminal elevator at 
Vancouver and one at Prince Rupert, 
B.C. 


The Wheat Pool movement was first 
organized in Alberta, in 1923. The 
following year pools were formed in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. All 
wheat 1s handled by the pools through 
a central selling agency, with repre- 
sentatives in 51 ports of the world. 

Last year the central selling agency 
sold for members of the three pools 
over 180,000,000 bushels of ‘wheat and 
twenty-flve million bushels of coarse 
grains, and had «a cash turnover of 
about $290,000,000.

It has been sald that Canada as a 
whole is really much younger com- 
‘mercially than politically. Her mere 
surface area of Jand and water 
amounts to three and three-quartor 
million square miles. The Prairle 
Provinces produce nearly 600,000,000 
bushels of wheat and oats as a con- 
tribution to the food supply -of the 
world, and little more than one-fifth 
of the total 300,000,000 acres believed 
to be fit for agricultural purposes have 
heen placed under field crops. The 
remaining four-fifths are capable of 
sustaining many added millions of 
population, and they include an im- 
mense acreage already ripe for set- 
tlement. ‘ 

The forest areas stand second only 
to arable lands among the basic ro- 
sources of the Dominion, and forest 
industries have been surpassed by 
agriculture alone in fosterIng com- 
merelal growth. ‘ven the work of 
ascertaining the actual extent of her 
commercial forests ig still far from 
complete; at a rough estimate ‘ap- 
proximately one-quarter (600,000,000 
acres of the total land area in the 
Dominion is covered by forest growth. 

British Columbia contains over two- 
thirds of the merchantable saw tim, 
ber of Canada; the forests of the 
Middle West will probably be requir- 
ed to supply the lecal demand; two- 
thirds of the newsprint paper consum- 
ed in the United States is either of 
Canadian manufacturo or is made from 
wood or woodpulp imported from Que- 
bec, Ontario, New Brunswick and 
British, Coluinbia. ‘ 

The actual extent of Canada's 
waterpowers, like that of its forests, 
has been by no means fully ascertain- 
ed, but the available and developed 
horsepower (waterpower) {s reckoned 
to be over thirty million, over four 
and a half. million of which are al- 
ready installed, namely in Ontario and 
Quebec--Ontario having the largest 
hydro-electric distribution — system 
known. The figures show that Can- 
ada ranks second only to Norway fn 
the per capita utilization of water- 
power and the average is more than 
three times that of the United States. 
There arc millions of water horse- 
power now under development about 
Lako St. John and the Gatineau River 
in Quebec; while the horsepower of 
such vers ag the Nelson ‘and 
Churchill, to say nothing of thoso in 
Northern Saskatchewan and Alberta, 


run into more millions, which will;‘one 


day. be harnessed and transmitted far 
and wide. 

Few countries possess greater ‘coal 
resources than Canada, which is esti- 
i;mated to possess one-sixth of the to- 
tal amount of coal in the world. Long 
before the exceptional production 
stimulated by the war, the Dominion 
had become the world’s principal 
source of nickel, asbestos and cobalt, 
and an important producer of gold, 
silver, copper, lead, zinc and a num- 
ber of rarer metals. Five of the 
nine provinces of the Dominion sharo 
substantially in mining activity, al- 
| thoudhy Ontario leads her sisters by a 
considerable margin. 

Not only on the Atlantic but also 
on the Pacifle coast and in her fresh 
water «areas, Canada possesses fish- 
eries of exceptional value. Two of 
the four great sea fishng areas of the 
world border on the Dominion, and, 
in addition, her lakes and rivers con- 
'Stitule approximately one-half of the 
fresh water of the gfobe, while the 
great inland sea of Hudson's Bay, 
still practically untouched can be re 
garded as a reserve. The Atlantle 
coast line measures over 5.000 miles; 
{the Pacific shore Hne, over 7,000 
miles; the fresh water lakes of the 
finterior constitute an area of 220,000 
square miles.

One of the most essential duties 
of a government fg the proper protec- 
tlon of the health of its people. This 
thought became so forcible in its de- 
mand for action that a Department of 
Ilealth was formed at Ottawa in 1919, 
it8 primary factors being derived from 
other departmental branches concern- 
ed with health inatters. 

SInce its Inception the scope of the 
department. has gradually increased, 
and now in Canada’s Jubilee year, 
we find strong, concentrated effort 
working for the welfare of Canadians 
through the medium of the Tlealth 
Department. 

The Quarantine Service of a coun- 
try stands for protection against tho 
introduction and spread of contagious 
discases. In this connection there 
are In operation five large completely 
organized quarantine stations. very 
port of eniry through its custom ofl- 
cer acts as a sub-siation. es 

A medical inspection of immigrants 
js carried on at all ports of arrival 
and immigrants mentally and physic- 
jally unfit are prohibited from entry. 

The suppression and control of the 
narcotic drug traffic has a world-wide 
significance, and Canada, through 
‘this department is well to the front 
fn the work accomplished. Approx!- 
mately £253 pounds of opium. 250 
ounces of morphine and heroin and 
127 ounces of cocaine were seized in 
Canada during the past year. No 
less than 368 aliens were deported 
from Canada after conviction for 
various offences under the Act. 


Professor Allison revlewed — the 
work done to educate the general pub-

COMMISSION ON 


CUSTOMS HAS 
ENDED LABORS 


Charlottetown, P.E.I, — The Royal 
commission on customs. has conclud- 
ed its labors for the time being. 

Sittings here marked the close of 2 
tour which, opening last November, 
has covered all the provinces of Can- 
ada, Customs administrations, com- 
mercial smuggling, petty smuggling, 
operations of brewerles and distiller 
jes, and last, but not least, smugegllng 
of liquor into Canada and the ‘United 
States. have been gone into during 
months of sitting. Now the comnis- 
sion with a mass of evidence and ex- 
hibits takes adjournment until the 
last of August or carly in September. 

Sitdngs in Ottawa and a trip to 
Washington to cousult with the 
United States authorities on the 
operations of the anti-smuggling 
trealy will complete the activitles of 
the commission. prior to completion 
ofa report for the Government and 

-arliament. This wlll be available 
for the next session of Parliament.

Washington—Tho recent negotia- 
lions between the Canadian legation 
(gue the United States Department ot 
Immigration have resulted in clearing 
Up some points in the border crossing 
regulations.

[Settling British Boys 
On Canadian Land 


Governments Agree To Assist Them 
In Buying Farms 

Ottawa.—What is cxpected to be 
the most constructive of modern land 
setuement schemes is embodied in an 
agreement for the settlement of Bri- 
tish boys on the land in Canada, just 
concluded between the British and 
Canadian Governments under the Em. 
pire Settleinent Act of {929. Under 
the scheme it 1s proposed to jointly 
expend a total sum of five million 
dollars over a period of ten years. 

The scheme will apply to boys who 
have recelved assisted passages, have 
passed through the proyinelal train- 
ing centres in Canada, and who were 
between 14 and 20 years of age on 
arriving in the Dominion, 


On reaching 2 years of age. the 
boys —provided that they have ac- 
quired the necessary training and 


excrience by workipg for 
a farm in Canada, and have 
approximately $500 --- will be eligible 
for assistance up to an amount not 
exceeding $2,500 for the purchase of 
o farm and for stock and equipment. 
No advances will be made to young 
men over 25 vears of age.

Loyal To Empire 


South African Race Prejudice is Rap 
idly Disappearing 

Race prejudice between the British 
and Boer population in South -Africa, 
is rapidly disappearing, Eric H. Louw, 
South Africa’s trade commissioner iu 
Canada and the United States, told 
an audience at tho University of Chi- 
cago. Louw was lecturing on South 
Africa’s problems under tho auspices 
of the Harrls Memorial institute. 

Recognition of bilingual and other 
special rights has dono much to 
eradicate the ill-feellng left behind 
by the Boer war, and even the flag 


controversey has revived a clash of ° 


opinion only temporarily, he thought. 
The government nevor imagined that 
the introduction of the flag bill would 
raiso such a storm, nor meant It as 


an affront to Great Britain or British - 
Becauso sixty per cent of 


sentiment. 
the white population is not of British 
descent, the government thought that 
Seuth Africa should have a distinc- 
tive new flag with no reminder of old 
struggles. The opposition sees in the 
flag bill only.the beginning of a move 
to weaken tics to Britain and thus the 
matter stand he sald. 

The matter of the flag will be sub- 
mitted to a referendum before the bill 
comes effective. 

South Africa constitutional attitude 
Mr. Louw summed up in Premier 
Hertzog’s utterances in 1912 beforo 
the present Nationalist party. Hert- 
zog sald, ‘Imperlalism {s good for mo 
to the extent to which It is useful 
to South Africa, but where it clashes 
with the interests of South Africa T 
am its decided opponent.” 

One of the articles of the present 
government party js the attainment 
of sovereign independence, but the 
party programme does not say wheth- 
er sovercign Independence Is to be 
brought about insido or outside the 
Inmpire. Hertzog himself says, “I have 
never preached anything else about 
our status than tho doctrine now 
recognized in the declaration of tho 
{mperlal conference. Side by sido 
with the British parliament, but by 
no means under them, we owe allegi- 
ance to the King of Mngland as being 
also our soverelgn.” 

The oppositlon party, headed by 
reneral Smuts, took the ground that 
the Hertzog party was headed for se- 
cession. 


Blind Watchmakers 


Two in England Who Are Clever At 
Their Trade 

Blind, people are exceclingly clever 
with their fingors. but it is not often 
that we hear of a watchmaker who 
was born blind. And yet there have 
been instances of the kind. 

A famous blind watchmaker Hved 
at Holbeach, In Lincolnshire. His 
vame was Rippin, and, although com- 
pletely blind, he could take to pieces 
and put together again watches of 
most delicate construction with tho 
greatest case, and in quicker timo 
than most watchmakers who have the 
advantage of good eyesight. 

On one occasion some of the tiny 
wheels and screws used in his trade 
stolen from him, bul the thief was 
captured with property on his per- 
son, and Rippin identified thom by 
touch. : 

A Barnstaple. England, watch and 
clockmaker brought up lis blind son 
to hig trade, and on more than ono 
occasion he detected fault in time- 
pleces which other tradesmen had 
failed to discover.
